San Francisco T-2 advised that SINTSA KOSUTIC vas informed 
on 1/19/5U that all the members of the Consulate in San Francisco vould 
be transferred before the current year expired. This source also learned 
fren smSA KC6UTIC that SINISA KOSUTIC did not feel that all the offic- 
ials could be transferred In that length of tiiae, because as of January 
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thdx had not rMeired any definite word as to a replacement for Vigo 
Consul, HICraAdWlTCROTIC, vho had been Informed of hia transfer for 
several months veact/« He expected that In any case, he did not be« 
lleve he vould be transferred until at least the sxamner or early fall 
of When the Yugoslav Aahassaddr, VIjU}lIIIR\PQPCVIC vas in San 

Francisco in February, 1951i, he implied a belief \hat SINISA KOSOTIC 
vas not telling him the truth ih en he told him that he had been unable 
to save money since arriving In the United States^ 

The Ambassador implied that SIHISA KCSUTIC possibly had 
Saved several thousand dollars and SINXSA KOSUTIG vas vorried because 
he thought that the Ambassador considered him a liar* 2/12/5!i)« 

San Francisco T-1 advised on 2/2/5h that the salary for 
SHITSA KOSOTIC for ^e month of December, 19$3# had been 
San Francisco T-2 learned on 1/5/Sh that SI?T5A KOSOTIC had complained 
to his vife that vhile he vaa doing all the vork, as usual, his suoerior 
officer Consul General, RAFo\v^>?CZ7IC and Vice Consul FICKIAG VITCRCVTC, 
vere both strolling around the city* STl^ISA KC5UTIC made trips to Los 
Angeles on three occasions in February, scheduling air passage on 2/5;

Yugoslav Ambassador VLADIIJR POPOnC vas in California on 
hie farevell tour in February, as mentioned above* Most of the 

arrangmnents for this event vere made by the Conatxl General RAFQ IVAHCEVTC 
vith the subject having very little to do vith it* He did suggest, how- 
ever, on one oocasion the name of LUKA ViATIaSE7I0H of \'atsoQviUe, 
as a man vho would be willing to help in the sale of tickets for the 
Ambassador^sSan Francisco banquAt, yjl/51|* (T-2 l/22/^b)* 

SIHISA KOSUTIC has been in contact with HE^POSIC of San 
Francisco over the months that he hae been in this area* On 1/6^U

vhich they had discussed, had gone out of biisiness, and that thecothtf 
one vas published monthly in a very small edition* 

San Francisco T-2 vas of the opinion that £MIL POSIC had 
been chedcing on these newspapers because of thid firm poaltlon they had 
taken on the Trieste Affair.

SIKISA KOSCTIC continued his interest in the handling of 
estates* One matter which Interested him Involved an inheritance due 
to an individual named GEZA^ROIUI, of Oakland, California* 0K2A ROflAY

and in the epring of 1953j Belgrade had n^ed that thla noney co^d

San Francisco T-1 learned on l/l2/5h that SINISA KOSUTIG had 
written to fAT BDVACEFJGof Los ;nvel«s, thanking him for the tine that 
he had devoted to K06UTIC, discursing the entire Yugoslav Que»* 

tlon In the Los Angeles area* Slinf . KOMTIC was .*^ad that KOTAC^IC 
agreed that the main task waste keep the colony in Los Angeles united 
rather than divided* SINISA KOSUTIG also appreciated the proniae of 
KCVACEVIG that he would do mothing to weaken tko recently formed 
Yugoslav American Civic Qub In Los An{teles* 

SINISA KOSUTIG was also happy to have heard KCVACEVIC say 
that yiien the time was ripe, he would beeme active In the Yugoslav « 
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American Civic Club« SIKrrSA KOC^UTIC told the Reverond KIRKO VUI5ICH 
in January j. 19^U^ that ho vas postponing his achedtGLod trip to Arlxona 
because of the arrival of his Ambassador* He thou^?^t that he might 
make such a trip In Larch, 195U* (T-1 1/2-5/5U)* 

^^Tofessor J0Zo\aASEVICH of San FranclBco Stato College, 
inquired of SINISA KOSl/TIC i^t he knew of the mOTA2^SJIUS oase*

It vlU be recalled that hTU^AN DJUAS, Vico President 
of TugoAlaviaj and one of TITO^s iloeeat associates, vas removed
